ft IS* THE MOST EXTENSIVELY USED 


1 OF ALL THE FRUITS. 


Ha» Figured In HUtory aiid ftMMMM* Many 


Virtu**—Au Eugll*b Ceremony Which In- 
•ur«» * ifull Crop-Wfaor* tit* FrtiU C*iu« 
From Originally. 
The apple is the most used of all 


the fruits grown. It is world renown- 
ed, and has figured In history aud the 
lives of most uutlouK since the eurlieft 
record. Poets oud philosophers have 
told of it, uud mythology has endowed 
it with wonderful virtues. The gold- 
en fruit of Hesperus was an'apple; 
also the famous tree of knowledge 
bore apples. It was au apple which 
Eve ate and offered to Adam,' aud 
the fruit in the gafd6n guarded uy'tue 
dragon which Hercules finally over- 
powered were tipples. Apples were 
fabled In all the myths and were be- 
lieved to have many wonderful pow- 
ers, such as conferring immortality,* 
and were reserved by the gods as a 
special food for those who felt them- 
selves growing old. As a relic of this 
old reverence for apples, the farmers 
of Devonshire, lu England, still keep 
up the custom of "saluting the ap- 
ples" in the spring to insure a. full 
crop. This ceremony consists of the 
fanners going out under the tree and 
pouring part of a wassail bowl of 
cider on the roots of the tree, hanging 
a bit of the toast (which Is in the bowl) 
on the brunches, while the farmer and 
his meu dance slowly around the tree, 
singing tu<» following: 


Here's to tliee, old apple tree, 


Whence 
thou 
nuiy'st 
bud, 
and 


whence thou inay'st blow, 


And whence thou may'st bear ap- 


ples enow. 


Hats full, caps full, 
Bushels and sacks full! 


Huzza! 


The apple is a native of all tem- 


perate climates, and although most of 
the kinds cultivated lu this country 
are from seed brought from some part 
of Europe ,the tives have so adapted 
themselves to our soil as oftentimes 
to bear better In this country than in 
their original nomes, it Is a very 
hardy aud somewhat slow bearing 
tree, but very long lived. In many 
cases trees will live and bear for a 
century, and when well cared for even 
longer. Naturally, 
the 
apple 
tree 


bears well only every other year. 
This, however. Is remedied by helps 
given to the fruit by the farmer, so 
that the tree is able ,by means of extra 
fertilizing and careful pruning, to 
overcome the debility caused uy put- 
ting so much strength in the crop, 
and, unless climatic changes interfere, 
each year Is a full bearing one In good 
orchards. 


Yuuug trees are raised from seed, 


tlip pulp of the elder mills being sout 
to the nurseries for this purpose. The 
necdlingH grow unhindered for a year, 
when tlnjy arc sorted aim transplanted 
In the nursery. After this they u-e 
grafted aud left to grow for at least 
another year Before being put out In 
the orchard. Then they are set out 
In rows aUout forty i'cot apart, where 
they will continue to grow slowly and 
bear good crops until oiu age or some 
blight deai.'oys them. The custom of 
planting apple trees In rows originated 
with the ancient Romans, und has 
been followed by nil farmers since that 
time. Almost any kind of soil will 
suffice lor the apple*, but n. thrives 
best in a strong, sandy loam and in a 
moderate climate. 


The apple Is popular on account of 


its variety of uses and its adaptability 
for use as a food, both raw and cooked, 
and the kinds mo.st in demand are 
those that can Le eaten either of these 
ways. A few apples ripen early in tin* 
summer and in the early fall months, 
but the majority ol the crop reaches 
maturity during the months of October 
and November, and even later in the 
season. These winter apples are pick- 
ed when full grown and colored, being 
allowed to stay on the trees as long 
as the frosts will permit without do- 
ing injury to them; when-they are 
packed and sent to market. Many are 
reserved for drying, tins part of the 
apple consumption being larger than 
would appear from the small quan- 
tities used in our markets. The dried 
apple is shipped all over the world, 
ad when cooked makes a very pala- 
table dish, especially In those climates 
where the fresh fruit will not keep. 
Many crops in whole regions are used 
by the driers, and large plants are es- 
tablished to carry on this industry. 
South America and other southern 
countries are the chief market for 
apples thus prepared^ although a large 
part of each year's crop is consumed 
in our own Southern States. Then 
the cider mills absorb a part of the 
crop, usually the smaller, 
uneven 


shaped fruit being sent there, with the 
sour varieties which of late years do 
not find as ready a market among the 
fruit sold for eating purposes. 


New Burglar Alarm, 


Professor Colman has Invented a 


new burglar alarm system, in which 
Hertzian waves are employed in the 
place of the ordinary conductors now 
used. In this invention1 the connecting 
conductors are'dispensed with, and a 
transmitter is provided In the pro- 
tected structure, which is, thrown in- 
to operation immediately upon any 
tninperfng4 frith the protecting barrier. 
A series of vibrations In then produced, 
capable of transmission through the 
intervening medium to actuate a coh- 
ering receiver at the alarm" station. 
The receiver thereupon closes the local 
alarm circuit, causing the bell to pro 
duce a signal until it is stopped.

selections. Yet such M the spirit of 
the age that not u few of our glided 
.youth are prone to order their fish- 
ing tackle as they do their .trousers— 
l>y the dozen— aud leave all details to 
the tailor. Let such go their way; 
they will probably catch no tarpon. 


The approved rod for this spoil is 


seven to nine feet long, fitted with a 
large multiplying click reel that will 
Jiold some two hundred yards of fifteen 
to 
twenty-one 
thread 
linen 
line. 


Tastes differ regarding the hooks, but 
the best authorities linor sumeLhing 
not far from 10-0 m size, forged and 
ringed. The Dublin bend Limeilck is 
si favorite with soinu successful lish- 
C'l'S. 


The sncll, the connecting link be- 


tween the hook and the liuc. offers 
the most difficult problem. The tar- 
pon jaws are so constructed that the 
sncll must be built to order to cir- 
cumvent them. These jaw*s, be it 
known, have overlapping side plates 
which are in effect quite fitment 
shears. They \\lll cut anything uot 
made of metal that has body enough 
to offer resistance. Naturally ti chain 
was the lirst resort, l»ut tne minute 
Sit- Tarpon closed upon n chain he 
knew it, and ejected it forthwith, bait 
:md all, for Ins mouth is conveniently 
paved throughout with bone plates 
upon which no hook has tin' le^t 
hold. 


At last the ingenious device wus 


lilt upon of using :i Mu»H made of 
several strands of rather soft-laid cot- 
ton line, dyed some dark color bo us to 
l>e Inconspicuous when wet. When 
the jaw sheafs close upon this it 
spreads apart into Kepimitc ^traiuls 
and becomes too thin to cut. Sir 
Tarpon perceived nothing wiong. so 
the portion of mullet covering the hook 
continues its downward course, tak- 
ing up the slack of the long snell n,s it 


eb (the snell should be twenty-four 


to twenty-eight inches long) and pur- 
sues its way rejoicing until a sudden 
wrench at an inward locality not pro- 
vided with armor plates tells him that 
lie is hooked, and then the luu begin.s. 


His Urst act is to throw himself 


bodily out of water, with his huge 
jaws wide open, and jerk his head 
violently from side to side. If the 
bait is not completely gorged he will 


Len force It out. But If the hook 


secures a hold the effort Is vain, and 
the struggle of bkill against energy 
goes on, 


Again and again, sometimes a score 


of times, the tibh leaps from the water 
to shake himself free. Miles upon 
miles he swims, doubling upon his 
course, circling, sulking until ho often 
tires out his would-be captor, who Is 
glad to hand the rod over to his boat- 
man for a rest. Such a confession 
of weakness is, however, so humil- 
iating to a true fisherman that if he 
has any "sand" in his composition 
he will tight it out to a victorious 
finish or an honorable defeat. 


Such an experience is not easily for- 


gotten, and the fastidious coquettish- 
ness of the tarpon in the matter of 
taking bait renders it nearly certain 
that to the average fisherman killing 
a. tarpon will not become tedious 
through 
frequent 
repetitious. Far 


more likely is it that his patience will 
give out after a few days under a 
tropical sun upon a breathless sea, 
and he will' never experieuce the thrill 
of the Silver King's break for liberty. 


The tarpon seas i in Florida waters 


begins in March and improves through- 
out the summer, the best of it coming 
long after most visitors have fled 
northward to escape the heat with its 
attendant pests. 


As a table fish the tarpon is not a 


great success, though with such sauces 
as a French chef knows how to pre- 
pare it is not altogether to be despised 
•when nothing better can be had. As a 
ample article of food, however, it has 
its uses a'ong the Florida beaches, 
for there the native fisherman spears 
the magnificent fellows, scrape oil 
their silvdr scales with a hoe, cut their 
persons up in long strips and dry them 
in the sun for provision when other 
"hog and -orniny" fail. 


A Whitewash Train. 


Some of the new labor-saving do- 


vices are of the unexpected order. 
Here, for instance, says London Tit- 
bits, is the Grand Trunk llailway, 
among other devices for reducing its 
working expenses, doing its white- 
washing by steam. It has a regular 
•whitewash train—or rather two trains, 
one for each division. The apparatus 
consists essentially of an old engine 
in which the boiler does duty as a re- 
ceiver. Into this" the whitewash is 
sucked from barrels as required, and 
there it is kept'in agitation by a West- 
inghouse pump. From this it is eject- 
ed by another brake pump as a fine 
spray, so that a man can lay the color 
on as if he were watering a garden 
•with a hose. In this way he can white- 
wash two or turee stations a day.

New Way of Driving Piles. 


A new aud expeditious way of driv- 


ing piles is described in the Instruc- 
tions for the ttusMun Engineer Corps. 
On two sides of tlie pile to be driven 
are made longitudinal grooves of suffi- 
cient width and depth to receive or- 
dinary «as pipes of one inch diameter, 
terminating in nozzles turned toward 
the point of the pile. The piles are held 
In place by light staples, aud to their 
upper end are attached rubber tubes 
connected with a force pump, capable 
of driving water under a pressure of 
seventy-one pounds per square inch It 
Is said the outtto\v of this water at the 
point of the pile causes the latter to 
sink three or four times more rapidly 
than it would under the action of a 
pile driver. 
A few blows are given, 


when thf* pile has ranched the desired 
depth, to secure the necssary consoli- 
dation, when the gas pipes are with- 
drawu.—The Engineer. 


IS'ew Depart ur<» in Color. 


A valuable and peculiar product, es- 


pecially in the color industry, is capa- 
ble of being produced from the soot of 
the acetylene flames. When such gas 
is burned with a smoking flame tne re- 
sult is the production of three or four 
times as great a quantity of soot as in 
the case with mineral oils. Moreover, 
U is very light in weight and exhibits 
an absolutely black color without a 
tinge of brown, and has none of the 
tarry admixtures or other substances 
that characteristically appear in lamp- 
black. The substance is likewise noted 
for being Aery Imllcy, anil is found to 
be admirably adapted in India ink and 
the color of line, iuks for such litho- 
graphic work as requires a positive 
black. It is now being manufactured 
in Fiance b> a patented process, al- 
most absolute purity of color and tex- 
ture being obtained at a comparatively 
small cost. 


This Horse Caught u Ksit. 


D. W. Locke of Bucyrus, O.. has a 


horse which, in addition to being a. 
record-breaker as a goer, is something 
of a rat terrier. Mr. Locke caught 
several rats in a wire trap aud they 
were to be let out for the dog to catch. 
While the dog was busy with one rat 
the horse wti« an interested spectator, 
and seemed to be as enthusiastic as 
any one. In some way the second rat 
got out of the trap, and as the dog was 
busy with the first rat the other would 
have escaped had uot the horse taken 
a hand in the game. Seeing the rat 
making a beeline for a hole under the 
barn, the horse gave chase and plant- 
ed its hoof upon the rat and thus held 
it captive until the clog had finished 
the lirst rat, when the horse turned 
over the second one to him.
